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bounty purposes, and-provided to be levied upon the
taxable property of the above described portion of said
townehip, and hereafter collected, shall be paid to and
collected by the town treasurer of the said town of
Roxbury, in the same manner as if said portion had
not been detached from said town by this act. B

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented sn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows : : o

Secrion 1. Eugene V. Bogart, s minor, aged
twenty years, residing in the city of Beaver Dam, in
the county of Dodge, in this state, may hold, grant,
bargain, sell, release, convey, devise and bequeath real
and personal property, and any right, title, interest and
profits thereof, and may transact-any and all other bus-
iness, in like manner and with like force and effect as
if he were of lawful age.
